"HISTORY OF A JUNKET. 


The Part the Railroads Played in 
Enticing Illinois Legislators to 
New Orleans. 


Softening Influences of Free Rides on 
the Average Maker of the 
Laws. 


t Measvres Which Are Likely to 
Meet with Com-aratively Little 
Opposition. 


SPRINGFIELD, l., May 26.—[Speolal.— There 
have been wany queer things done by the pres- 
ent Legislature, but the queerest of all was the 
junket to New Orleans early in the present 
month. With most of the members who took 
part in that excursion the whole affair is but a 
memory of the past, and doubtiess they would 
just as lief not have it called up. They are 
willing to forgive the newspapers which abused 
them for going, and to forget their threats 
while in the Crescent City—only at this late pe- 
riod they don’t want auythma said about it. 
But before the legislative marauders started 
on the expedition Taz TRIBUNE promised that 
the story of the junket and the influences be- 
bind it should not be left untold. Pursuant to 
that promise the facts are given ata time 
when the effect the junket was intended to 
have on legislation is made very clear by the 
position of certain bills on the legislative cal- 
endar. f ö 


THE RAILROAD INTLUENCE. 

Thanks to Haines and the close political 
character of the Legislature, the corporations 
were not put on the defensive this session, 
and had very little to fear from the members 
whose main object in coming to the Lexisla- 
ture is blackmail. There was no disposition 
to encourage any sensational investigation of 
the Illinois Central Railroad, and no one was 
making cbarges that the road was not dealing 
honestly and fairly by the State in the matter 
of the 7 per cent tax. Not being on the defen- 
sive for the first time in years, the rums 
powers in that great corporation seemed to 
think the opportunity a good one to secure 
some favorable legisianon. While this was of 
a character to benefit the Illinois Cen- 
tral more directly, its nature was 
also such that all the railroads would 
reap substantial advantage by its enactment. 
Henco the wuole railroad influence was raliied. 
The most important part of this proposed leg- 
isiation was embodied in two bills which, in 
April, had run along smoothly to second read- 
ing in the House. One of these was the now 
famous Consolidation bill. The other was the 
measure in reference to railroads crossing at 
the same level. About the middle of April the 
Consolidation bili was pushed on quietiy from 
second to third reading, and the time had come 
when it was necessary to show the friendly re- 
gard of the Illinois Central for the lawmakers 
of the

The following day Speaker Haines laid the 
communication before the House.

on the fraternal relations between the 
North and Soutb. The temper of 
the House was a little uncertain. 


Mr. Linegar offered a resolution providing for 
a recess of the Legislature from April 80 to 
May 9, which was voted down because of com- 
plications that might arise in the Senatorial 
fight. A vote to table the invitation was lost, 
because some of the members did not think 
such action would be courteous. Finally, the 
proffer of the railroad company was deolined 
with thanks. Haines then got a leave of ab- 
sence for himseif as Speaker for ten days, with 
permission to take along a “select comm: t- 
tee.” If the Legislature could not be formally 
broken up, the scheme was to block all busi- 
ness by taking away a quorum. This was Tues- 
The following Thursday the 


Consolidation bill was called up on 
third reading, and, through the efforts 
of the Speaker, a clique of Senators, 


and a railroad lobby representing all the West- 
ern trunk lines, was rushed through before its 
opponents had any chance to ventilate its de- 
merits. The affirmative votes on the passage 
of the bill were eighty-two, or five more than 
a constitutional majority. This was a close 


| JICKLING THE MEMBERS. 
No sooner. had the bill been passed than 
many of the members began to complain that 


the Illinois Central was not the kindliest, and 
the necessity of the railroad putting every one 
in good humor again became very pressing. 
This was emphasized when the amendments 
which the railroad people were forced to offer 
to their bill in the Senate made it necessary 
that the measure should come back to 
the House for concurrence. So the 
friends of the junket again started in and were 
very persistent in their lobbying. Several 
members of influence who did not care to visit 
New Orieans under the circumstances, but who 
are known as “corporation men,” declared 
their intention of going, hoping in this way to 
influence others. They were to some extent 
successfuj. The great point with the Illinois 
Central boomers was to create the impression 
that everybody was going, that there would be 
no quorum left to do business, and that the 
members who remained behind would bave 
their trouble for their pains. The scheme was 
dy convincing all the members of this fact to 
create a stampede at the last minute and 
thus take away about three-fourths of 
the Legislature. To this end it was 
claimed that nearly a hundred members had 
put their names down for free passes. To tell 
the truth, a great many who had no intention. 
of going themselves did have their names down, 
and thus secured transportation for numerous 
and presumably deserving relatives. The 
junket was further encouraged by men who 
wanted to see the Legislature broken up for a 
fortnight in order that they might attend to 
private business without incurring the odiam 
of continuous absenteeism. Despite the influ- 
ences which were at work the opponents of 
the trip succeeded in getting the signatures of 
considerably more than a quorum toa paper 
pledging the signers to stay and attend to 
business. Some of these signers were base 
enough to go back on their word and either 
join the junket or else devote the time to mat- 
ters which kept them away from the Legis-

Mr. Mackay’s friends say that he has 
got all of the telegraph property on his bands 
that he wants. An ex-officer of the Postal 
Company recently furnished the followirg fig- 
ures, showing the extent of Mr. Mackay’s hoid- 
‘ings of teiegraphic property: Mr. Mackay’s 
first purchase was $1,000,000 of Postal Tele- 
graph bonds at 50: next he oaned the compa- 
ny $1,400,000 in cash, taking $5,000,000 of bonds 
as security..

A SENSATIONAL CONFESSION REVIVING THE 
STORY OF AN ALMOST FORGOTTEN CRIME. 
Philadelphia (Pa.) Dispatch: The republica- 

tion here this afternoon of a story from the 

Boston Herald of this morning, in which it is 

asserted that a criminal has confessed 

that be committed a murder in this city 
for which an innocent man was hanged, 

The 

crime which ig thus revived was the murder, 

sixteen years ago, of Mary Mohrman, a bright 
little girl of 7 years, whose corpse was found 
in a sack which had been sunkinapond. John 

Hanlon, a barber living near the Mobrmans, 

was convicted, mainly on the testimony of a 

feliow-prisoner while in Moyamensing Prison, 

of having murdered the child. after having 
subjected her to the grossest indignities, and 
he was executed for the eunposed crime. 

The Boston paper gives what purports to be | 
the confession of a man (whose name it with- 
hoids) that he murdered Mary Mohrman and 
that Hanlon was wholly innocent of any share 
in the crime. The alleged confession has been, 
according to the Herald's statement, made to a 
companion of the murderer, and the names and 
evidences of the truth of the story are said to 
be in possession of the Boston paper. 

The murder was a mysterious one, and for 
some time there was no clew to the murderer, 
and, although $1,000 reward was offered, no ar- 
rests were made. Finally a detective who had 
shadowed Haulon caused his arrest, and he

THE GANG’S DEFIANCE OF LAW. 

Another meeting of the Common Council 
has been held and the canvass of the votes 
is still uncompleted. In fact, no pretense of 
continuing the count was made. The dis- 
position of the returns from the Third Pre- 
cinct of the Third Ward is all that remains 
to finish the work. Ald. Appleton, who put 
these returns in his pocket, was present, but 
gave no account of them. He said privately 
that there had been no meeting of the Elec- 
tions Committee and that consequently there 
was no report to make. The Clerk was con- 
tent to say that the returns were not in his 
possession. There was a motion to recall 
these returns from the Elections Committee 
on the ground that it is improper for any- 
body to take them from the custody of the 
Clerk, but the Mayor ruled, for some unex- 
plained reason, that such a motion required a 
two-thirds vote and refused to entertain an 
appeal from his ruling; of course the motion 
was not passed. An adjournment was taken 
to Thursday with the understanding that the 
Elections Committee would hold a meeting 
Thursday morning. But it is doubtful 
whether there will be a report that day, 
and, if there is, action may still be deferred. 
The plan of the gang is to delay decision in 
this matter as long as possible and finally 
throw out the returns if compelled to com- 
plete the canvass. 

It is now nearly two months since the city 
election was held, and the course taken by 
the majority in the Council indicates that 
that body may with perfect impunity defeat 
an election by the people through a simple 
refusal to canvass the vote and declare the 
result, There may be a remedy in applying 
for a mandamus. In case it shall become 
necessary to do this application should be 
made directly to the Supreme Co itt, which, 
under the Constitution, has origi jurisdic- 
tion in mandamus proceedings. The Su- 
preme Court meets in Springfield the first 
Tuesday in June, and the Republican com- 
mittee should make its arrangements for an 
immediate application for a writ of manda- 
mus. The gang will probably not object to 
this course, since it will increase the number 
of lawsuits and help further to delay and 
complicate the case, but there seems to be no 
other way. 

In the meantime preparations should be 
made for holding a mass-meeting to give the 
citizens of Chicago an opportunity to ex- 
press their indignation at the outrage the 
City-Hali gang is putting upon them.. Such 
a meeting might have no influence upon the 
gang, which seems to be completely callous 
to all public sentiment, but it d be of 
value in keeping alive the sense of injustice 
and wrong and impressing upon the people 
more than ever the necessity of getting rid 
of the unscrupulous men who now control 
the affairs of the city.

DEMOCRATIC TARIFF TROUBLES. 
Some days ago the New York Herald 
printed an interview with Mr. Randall in 
which the Pennsylvania statesman eulogized 
the President in the highest terms, named 
him as the Democratic candidate in 1888, 
made a strong appeal for party harmony, and 
even intimated a willingness to join ina 
movement for tariff reform on the basis of 
the Chicago platform. The explanation of 
this interview seemed to be simple enough. 
On the part of the Herald it appeared to be 
an ordinary piece of newspaper enterprise. 
On the part of Mr. Randall it was manifestly 
a bid for special consideration at the hands 
of the Administration. But it now turns out 
that the publication had a deeper design, and 
was intended to bring about some agreement 
between the protection and free-trade wings 
of the Democratic party. The Herald has 
interviewed other Democrats in Washington 
who have assented In the main to Randall’s 
views, but it has also collected comments 
from the Democratic newspapers which are 
not so encouraging. We are surprised to 
notice,“ it says, that the Democratic tariff 
reformers give Mr. Randall a very cool re- 
ception; it cannot, perhaps, be said that they 
fire a volley in his face, but certainly they 
deal with him as a suspicious character and 
as though they wonld rather not have his 
help.” The Herald deprecates this treatment 


of the Pennsylvania ‘‘ tariff-reformer,” and 


warns the Democrats of the Carlisle school 
that they will not be able to accomplish any- 
thing without the codperation of Randall and 
his followers. 

This attempt to harmonize the high-tariff 
and low-tariff factions of the Democratic 
party will probably not be successful, and, if 


it shall succeed, any measure that may result 


from such a union will be an abortion so far 
as tariff-reform is concerned. The country 
might as well turn to Pig-Iron” Kelley 
himself as to Randall for a tariff-reform 
measure. If Randall gives his assent to any 
Congressional scheme for the revision of the 
tariff, that scheme, either openly or covertly, 
will contemplate more protection and more 
bounty for the interests which Mr. Randall 
represents. He may consent to, and 
indeed it is probable that he will 
reduction of revenue, but 
it will be at points where the 
bounty classes. will not be affected.

SWEET ENSILAGE. 

The treatise on sweet ensilage by Mr, 
George Fry of Surrey, England, which has 
just appeared, and which, it is stated, will 
also be shortly issued in this country, will 
appeal to all of our farmers, and will be 
gladly welcomed, as it contains the results of 
Mr. Fry’s experiments in keeping ensilage 
sweet. 

Under the old system, introduced here 
from France, as every farmer knows, the 
greatest difficulty encountered was that of 
keeping the ensilage sweet. The fodder 
turned out to be very acid, and was some 
times rotten and offensive in smell. It was 
claimed that these conditions must affect the 
health of cattle, as well as the excellence of 
milk and butter, and at last the great fac- 
tories refused to receive milk from cows 
which had been fed upon it. Mr. Fry, led 
by his own investigations, and particularly 
by the experiments of M. Pasteur, the fa- 
mous French scientist, decided that the old 
system of chopping the fodder, compressing 
it, and then excluding the air to prevent fer- 
mentation was érroneous. Two years ago 
he commenced his experiments, and has been 
rewarded with remarkable success, as his 
book shows. 

His theory, as briefly as it can be stated, is 
this: The first change in the fodder after it 
has been put in a silo is a fermentation that 
changes the stareh into sugar, after which, if 
the fermentation precess is not arrested, the 
sugar turns to alcohol, the alcohol to alde- 
hyde, and the aldehyde to acetic acid. The 
fermentation down to the alcohol stage, Mr. 
Fry believes, results, not from independent 
organisms, but from the action of the plants 
ensiled. We take from Bradstreet’s, which 
contains an important paper on this subject, 
what he says in this connection: 


The beat in the silo is caused by the absorp- 
thon of oxygen by the cells of the piants and 
the evolution of carbonic acid—a process of 
slow combustion, which I propose to call in- 
tercellular oxidation.“ . It the cells 
have exhausted all the free oxygen in the silo, 

nd the temperature still fails short of 50° C. 

122° F.), all the starch in the plants will have 
been changed into sugar and the celis will be 
still living. Live celia will be now existing ina 
an atmosphere of carbonic acid and iu the pres- 
ence of sugar. From the experiments of MM, 
Lechartier and Bellamy, and the comments o! 
M. Pasteur thereon, the result can be easily 
predicted; the living cells, to maintain their 
existence, will remove some of the combined 
oxygen from the sugar and alcohol will be pro- 
duced, While more carbonic acid will be evolved, 
This pbenomenoa 1 propose to call “ intercellu- 
lar fermentation "’to distinguish it from ordi- 
nary aicobolic fermentation. For the further 
Stages of fermentation above referred to Mr, 
Fry believes bacteria are necessary, and as the 
germs of the ferments are constantly present in 
the atmosphere they must be conveyed into 
the si.o on the leaves and stems of plants. He 
has found in the silo and bas cultivated in giass 


tubes an abundant crop of the living bacteria, - 


mycoderma acett, which ne bas no doubt changes 
alcohol into aldehyde and acetic acid. 
The problem which confronted Mr. Fry 


was to stop the fermentation at the sugar 


stage, which he does by insuring a fermenta- 
tion above 122° F. in the fodder, which not 
alone destroys any vitality of the cells, but 
any bacteria in the silo, in which case fer- 
mentation will cease if the air is excluded. 
These are the main points of Mr. Fry’s 
theory, but for the explanation of his proc-

THE FIRST STEP IN CIVILIZING IN. 
Dis. 

As the country ig being settled up and the 
demand for more land grows stronger the 
importance of a changed policy toward the 
Indians becomes imperative. This will soon 
be one of the greatest governmental problems 
in this country. Population is rapidly spread- 
ing over the public domain, and it is inevita- 
ble that new fields must be opened to settle 
ment. At the same time vast tracts of arable 
land are occupied by vagrant savages, who 
hold them simply as hunting-grounds and 
are able to make only a precarious living 
from the chase. Game is rapidly disappear- 
ing, and the Indians would be reduced to 
starvation if they were not supported largely 
by the bounty of the Government. Under 
the present policy the Indians will soon be 
in such a condition that they must starve or 
be wholly supported by white people who 
work to pay the taxes that are used to sus- 
tain the savages in idleness and ease. It is 
impossible that this state of things should 


continue, and for reasons of humanity if for 


no other the Indian reservations should be 
broken up and the savages be taught to sup- 
port themselves as farmers. 

It has been thoroughly demonstrated that 
the Indian can be made to work for his liv- 
ing in the same manner a white man is com- 
pelled to do. Excellent results have been 
reached in educating and civilizing young In- 
dians, but the trouble is that when the pupils 
are sent from the Government schools back 
to the reservations they often lapse into the 
vagrant life of hunting and roaming, and the 
only result of their education is that they 
have been fitted to become good interpreters, 
Nevertheless, it has been proved that Indians 
of the most savage tribes can be taught to 
work as farmers and mechanics and will 
lead this kind of life contentedly if they are 
kept away from the reservations. When 
they go back to the tribes where there is 
nothing but hunting and roaming they fall 
into the old ways again and soon forget all 
they have been taught. 

The true policy would be for the Govern- 
ment to take the young Indians who have 
passed through the training schools and use 
them as teachers among their own people. 
Without difficulty they couJd teach the pap- 
pooses to speak English, and with this ac- 
complished the chief difficulty would be 
ended. It is true without exception that the 
civilization of Indians is measured by their 
ability to speak English. Among the highly- 
civilized tribes in the Indian Territory the 
English language is spoken and the tribal 
tongues have almost entirely disappeared. 
It is an established fact that when the 
Indian is trained to speak the white 
man’s language he is ready to take up 
the white man’s work. The pappooses 
are easily taught, and will learn to speak 
English better in one year than an adult 
Indian would in ten. So far the Indian has 
been civilized just in the degree that he has 
been taught to speak English, and it would 
seem to be the best policy for the Govern- 
ment to use the graduates of the Indian train- 
ing schools to make this sort of education as 
general as possible, It would cost very little 


to establish such schools, and the matter of 


expense is hardly to be considered when the 
Government is now spending tens of millions 
annually to support as paupers the savages 
whose knowledge of English is limited to the 
words they use in begging. |

cholera, A Barcelona commission of inquiry 
and a Madrid commission of medical experts 
have reported favorably upon the good results 
likely to accrue from these experiments, and 
the Scolapian fathers brought all their pupils 
forward for vaccination. It is yet to be 
demonstrated that this precaution will afford 
protection when cholera is actually raging in a 
community; but the medical experts are con- 
fident on the subject. The result of the ex- 
periments and character of the symptoms 
produced certain'y confirms the idea that the 
true cholera microbe has been discovered.

Though we didn't have a seat to sell in the box- 
Office the public refused to pay an advance to 
the speculators. Of course we shut down on 
the speculators as soon as we learned who 
they were. The only speculators who sell 
tickets are in these agencies, such as Pierce's, 
and they operate in an amateurish sort of a 
way. The science of speculating in theatrical 
tickets, as seen in New York, hasn't reached 
Chicago yet, and the people won't tolerate it 
: anyway.“ 

Mr. J. 8. MoConnell, Treasurer ot the Co- 
jumbia Theatre, was outspoken in bis denuncia- 
tion ot speculauon in theatre tickets. We 
will favor anything looking to the abatement 
of the evil, though it has not yet grown to any 
great proportions in Chicago. It is only dur 
ing some big engagement that it is attempted. 
For instance, we bad a little trouble during the 
visit of the Damrosch opera company. A 


number of speculators managed to get 
some of the best seats in the house, 
which they sold at an advance. 


We out them short in their career, however, by 
refusing to sei] them more seats when they 
came a second time. During that opera season 
‘we tried to suppress speculation by making it 
a rule to sell no more thun ten seats to one in- 


dividual. 
vent one man putting ten men in line, each one 


to buy ten tickets, which would give bim 100 


seats. But we did the best we could under the 
circumstances, and specu ation was not car- 
ried on to any great extent. I guess the most 
successful specu.ator in the city is a man about 
the Board of Trade. Fora slight advance he 
sella choice seats to the members of the 
board. Though bis is more ot a subscription 
echeme than anything else, he makes a neat 
profit and inconveniences no one, as his opera- 
tions are not alarmingly large. I am in favor 
of a measure probibiting speculation because 
it may avert a great deai of trouble that might 
occur some time in the future.”’ 

“I sincerely bope and trust the bill will be- 
come a law, said J. H. McVicker. “I am in 
favor of anything that will tend to embar: ass, 
discourage, or put a stop to theatre-ticket 
ts peoulauon. 

„Has it ever assumed any large proportions 
in Chicago? 

„No, but it is a growing evil. Chicago isn’t 
as wicked as New York, but the practice bas 
been steadily growing here, and there is no 
telling what propornons it may assume if not 
checked. Iam in favor of !égislauon'of any 
kind which will put a stop to it, and want any 
bill looking to that end passed as soon as possi- 

bie. The sooner the better.“

Lompon, May 26.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.)—The politicians are ab- 
sorbed with the mission of Lord Rosebery to 
Germany and Holland. The most roseate ac- 
counts are given of the cordiality of Bismarok’s 
greeting, and sanguine bopes are built upon 
Rosebery's conferences with Count Scbouvaloff 
and Count von Hatsteldt. It has all along 
been assumed that if Bismarck chose he 
could compe! peace between Russia and En- 
gland upon terms which it would not dishonor 


the latter to accept. The question as 
to whether he would do so hinged 
on the other question of $ whether 
he or the German Empire bad 


anything to gain by such a solution, or any- 
| thing to lose by allowing the two nations to ex- 
| haust themselves in war. Up to tne present 
| time it has seemed as though Germany could 
| have little interest in either side of the Anglo- 
Russian contennon. She bad vast schemes of 
coloaizing in view, but her colonial ambition 
; 


brought her nowhere near Afghanistan. She 
had a great stake in preserving the equilibrium 
of Europe, but a quarrel in the middle of the 


wildest part of Asia promised to have 
little effect upon that balance. Hence, 
when it began to be rumored a 


few days ago that Bismarck proposed to medi- 
ate in the Anglo-Russian quarrel the question 
immediately asked was: What is he to get?” 
| That question is now believed to be answered. 
| There are good reasons for believing that Bis- 
marck eageriy desires the restoration of Ismail 
Pasha to the throne of Egypt and that her con- 
sent to this arrangement, which means prac- 
tically the extinction of English influence in 
Egypt, is the price which England is to pay for 
Germany's good offices with Russia. When 
Ismail Pasha was deposed, at the instigation of 
England and France, in 1879, Germany's 
interest in Oriental affairs was very small. 
During the last few years it bas grown im- 
mens iy. It is now the pet ambition of Bis- 
marck and of Crown Prince Frederick Wiliam 
to make Germany a great colonial Power. 
Many of ber colonizing enterprises are located 
in Africa, and it would be to their advantage 
tor Germany to have control of the most im- 
portant country on the continent. Bismarck's 
interest in Egyptian affairs bas been strikingly 
shown within\the last few weeks by the course 
of the German delegate to the Suez Canal 
conference and in many other ways. 
It Ismail Pasha is to be restored it 
may be taken for granted that it will be as the 
tool of Bismarck, and it is said that he has al- 
ready given pledges to that effect.

The report 
referred in a complimentary way to the work 
of the women of the church in behalf of freed- 
women and other forms of home mission work 
among women and girls. The board now sup- 
ports 1,435 home missionaries, serving a total 
membership of $1,659, and a total congregation 
of 144.443. These home mission churches spent 
$447,000 last year in building and repairing 
eburches and $412,000 for pursonages. The 
board bas organized 195 new churches during 
the year, and seventy-eight of its churches be- 
came selt- supporting. 

Further debate on the anti-Roman Catholic 
resolution was resumed as follows:

CONVENTION OF THE EPISCOPAL DIOCESE OF 
CHICAGO. 

The Forty-eighth Annual Convention of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Caicago began yesterday 
morning in the 8S. Peter and Paul Cathedral, 
most of the clergy of the diocese and a large 
number of representative laymen being pres- 
ent. Morning prayer was conducted by the 
Bishop of the Diocese. At 10:30 the Holy 
Eucharist was celebrated. The Rev. Jobn J. 
Elmendort, D. D., Protessor of Philosophy and 
English Literature in Racine College. preached 
the convention sermon. Au ordination service 
followed, at which two deacons—the Rev. G. 
T. Griffith and the Rev. F. C. Jewell 
were advanced to the order of priesthood. 
The convention was called to order for organ- 
ization and bueiness shortly atter 1 o'clock. 
Bishop McLarea presided. The roll of the 
c.ergy of the diocese entitled to seats in the 
convention was cailed, and of the fifty-seven 
clergymen on the rol. forty-seven responded to 
their names. Of the parishes and missions en- 
titied to representation thirty nine out ol sev- 
enty were represented. About flity lay dele- 
gates, representing twenty-nine parisbes, re- 
teponded The Kev. Luther Pardee was re- 
elected Secretary and Mr. U. R. Larrabee re- 
elected Treasurer. A recess was then taken 
until 3 o'clock. 

On the reassembling of the convention stand- 
ing cogamittees were appointed as follows:

The Rt.-Rev. Bishop McLaren next delivered 
bis annual address. 

He spoke of the General Convention, which 
will meet in Chicago in October of next year. 
The subject o. absorbing interest would be the 
proposed revision of the Book of Common Pray- 
er. The official notification of the convention 
comprised thirty resoluuons covering the aiter- 
atiuus and additions proposed at the convenuon 
of 1883. He thought the church sbould be on 
its guard against precipitaucy of action. There 
bad been an unwise dispos.tion to push the 
changes through at high pressure. Variety in 
mauner was desirable, but the changes pro- 

would make a great variety in matier aiso. 
** Within a few years,"* said the speaker—“ since 
the discussion of the question of revision began 
—there has dawned upon us a dispensation of 
license—to wit; of liberty taken with the 
services in the face of rubrical law to the 
contrary, which has produced almost the very 
conditions woich itis now designed to legiti- 
me. . That some mod.fication of our 
rubrical law is demanded, and that much of 
the work reported from the committee is 
called tor, there is no question; butI for one 
shail deplore any precip.tancy of final action 
in a matter of such vital importance.“ 

The Bishop reviewed bis work of the year in 
the diocese and summurized it thus: Number 
of services conducted in whole or in part, 247; 
celebrations of the Holy Communion. 79; num- 
ber of persous confirmed, 759; number of per- 
sons baptized, 23; marriages, 8; burials, 3; 
catechisings, 45; sermons 148 ana addresses 
100—248; «churches consecrated, 3; meetings of 
boards, committees, vestries, etc., 31; visita- 
tions of institutions, 3; ordinations, to the 
episcopate 2, and to the diaconate 3—5. 

It wus moved and carried that tne portion of 
the Bishop's address referring to Prayer- 
Book Revision be referred to a committee 
consisting of three clergymen and two iay men. 

The Rey. John H. Wuite of Joliet presented 
the report of the Diovesan Board of Missions. 

Piedges we:e received lor subscriptions ag- 
gregating $5,224. 

The convention then went into an informal 
Committee of tne Whole to consiaer the ques- 
tion of entertaining the delegates to the Gen- 
erai Convention to be beid in 1886. 

Alter vonsiderabie discussion a committee 
was appointed to nom.nate a General Commit- 
tee to have charge oi all matters pertaining to 
the reception, accommodauon, and entertuin- 
ment of the Genera! Convention. 

The following the Nominating Committee: 
Bishop McLaren, the Rev. Dr. Locke, the Rev. 
Dr. Vibbert, and the Kev. Messrs. Osborne, 
Fleetwood, Morrison, Buby, Larrabee, and 
Pardee. 

The convention then adjourned until this 
morning. 

Though the Bishop mentioned no names, a 
part of bis annuai address in which be referred 
to violatious of the ruuric Was geveraily taken 
to refer to the Rev. Arthur Ritchie, whose dis- 
ugreement with the Assistant Bishop of New 

York was mentioned the other day. The Chi- 
cago clergy, whi.e generally not in sympathy 
with Mr. Ritchié, are loath to say anything 
against one who wears the cloth, and hence 
would not say anything concerning his latest 
troubics. which grew cut ot the same loose 
construction of the Book of Common Pruyer 
that led to his leaving Chicago.

WORKING IN BERRIES. 


HOW SOMB WOMEN EARN MONEY—SMALL 
GIRLS NEED NOT APPLY. 

An advertisement to the effect that women 
were wanted to work in derries,“ and that 
“small girls need not apply.“ attracted a re- 
porter to the Reber Preserving Company, Nos. 
10 to 16 R ver street, yesterday afternoon. 

** During the berry or fruit season,” said a 
represeutative of the firm, which is about 
two months, we employ from 100 to 125 women 
picking. They get one cent per box and they 
make from 40 to 75 cents per day, according to 
their speed. When a box is picked they receive 
a check from the foreman, which can be 
cashed at any time.“ 

* You don’t want any small girls, you say in 
your advertisement. Eat too much, do they?“ 

Na, not exactly that, but they are a nut- 
sance generally. They don't work fast enough, 
and then during the noon hour they run all 
over the building. We don't want em.“ 

How much of a business is this truit pack- 
ing and preserving?” 

Wel, we receive about 250, and sometimes 
800, crates of strawberries per day, there being 
from. sixteen to twenty-four quarts in each 
crate. These berries, when picked, are put upin 
cans, either with hot water or sirup, as the case 
may be, or put up in large cans from which 
preserves are made. Except st: awberries and 
cherr.es, we don’t need anybody to do any 
picking, of course. We handle all kinds of 
berries in their season.“ 

How is Chicago as a fruit centre?” 

For that matter, there is no large city 
which is a fruit centre, except Baltimore, and 
it is in the very heart of a fruit-grow- 
ing section. Outside of Baltimore, I pre- 
sume, Chicago leads. Preserving or packing 
houses should be where the fruit is grown, 
though I don’t know of any 
We have Illinois and Michigan, both good fruit- 
growing States, near us, and with fine railroad 
facilities can got the berries here easily; but 
the great trouble is that the fruit must be 
shipped and handied, with the middleman to 
make bis profit, while there is no expense of 
this kind when the packing-hbouse is situated 
where the truitis grown. In Baltimore there 
are any number ot peope who make a living 
picking in the packing and preserving bouses, 
while here the work lasts only a couple of 
months.“ 

How are your products disposed of?“ 

To jobbe s bere in the city mainly, and they 
send them out from here. You get from them 
the canned and preserved strawberries, cher- 
ries, etc., which you bave on your table during 
the non-fruit season.“

SPRINGFIELD, IL, May 26.—[Special.]—At 
the opening of the Senate Senator Whiting got 
the floor and exrlainea how while he was ab- 
sent attending a committee meeting a motion 
was made to reconsider the vote by which his 


Telegraph Dill was passed. He found that very | 


few ot the Senators knew anything about the 
proposed reconsideration, and thought action 
should be taken at once. Senator Merritt, 
who was supposed to have made the 
motion to reconsider, explained that 
he did not make the motion. - He voted for the 
bill and gave notice of a motion to reconsider 
to oblige a Senator who had not been recorded 
in the affirmative. After some discussion over 
the steps to be taken to correct the journal, 
Senator Whiting moved that the proposed 
reconsideration be laid on the table. This 
was done without opposition, and the Tele- 
graph bill, therefore, goes to the House. 

The reconsideration of the vote by which 
Senator Snyder's Anti-Butterine bill was 
passed had been made a special order, but 
Senator Hereley, who had given the notice, ex- 
p.ained that be had done so at the request of 
an absent member, and did not care to press 
the matter, Uuanimous consent was there- 
fore given him to withdraw the notice, and 


che Anti-Butterine bill also goes to the House. 


The Senate then took up the appropriation 
bills on third reading. Senator Higgins got 
the bill making the appropriation for Chester 
Penitentiary sent back to second reading and 
the comm. ttee amendments adopted. Senator 
Gillham moved to postpene the appropriation 
for the Illinois Industria! University till it was 
seen what action would be taken on the House 
bill dropping the word industrial from the 
name ot, the university. The word“ industrial,“ 
he said, endeared the institution to the taxpay- 
ers of the State. A change in name meant a 
change in object, and before voting the appro- 
priations he wanted to know for what purpose 
the money would be applied. Senators Tubbs 
and Thompson explained that the objects 
would not be changed, and hoid that the appro- 
priations were not germane to the question of 


a change in name. Senator Whiting took 
occasion to score the taculty and students 
of the university for what he called 
their lack of loyalty. He would vote for the 
appropriations in the belief and with the full 
determination that the instituuon would re 
main what its present name implied. Senator 
Gillham’s motion was lost by a vote of 18 yeas 
to nays 23. The affirmative votes were cast 
mainly by Democrats. The appropriation was 
then passed—yeas 26, nays 5. The appropria- 
tions per annum are: 

Payment of taxes on Nebraska and Minnesota 
lands—$2,000. 

Current repairs and improvements on grounds 
and buildiugs—$3,000. 

Current expenses, chemical, physical, and botan- 
ical labuoravories—§1,500. 

Educational work and instruction of students in 
mechanical shops—$1,500.

Additional tools and machines—$2,000. 

Besides the above yeurly appropriations there is 
$4.500 in a lump for building fire-walis and for ad- 
ditional ventilation of the main building.

For the o @xpenses of the Southern Iili- 
nois Normal University at Carbondale, per annum, 
$15,866. Thisis in addition to one-haif the interest 
on the college and seminary fund, which amouats 
to $6,500 yearly. For the ordinary expenses of the 
Soldiers’ Orphans’ Home at Normal, $50,000 per 
annum, repairs and improvements $5,000, books 
and papers $100. For the State Board of Agricult- 
ure, to pay premiums, clerk hire, crop 
statistics, ete, $12,900 per annum. Besides 
this each county agricultural society gets #100 
yearly. For the Southern Hospital for the Insane 
at Anna, ordinary expenses $100.000 per annum; 
improvements and repairs and care of grounds, 
$6,000 per annum. Miscellaneous expenses, $22,700. 

Aiong with the appropriation bi.is an impor- 
tant anti-adulteration measure was passed. 
This is the Curtis bill, which is more stringent 
in its provisions and more comp ebensive than 
the Snyder bill. The measure provides for the 
appointment ot an inspector of food drink, 

edic ne, drugs, candy, and confectionery. The 

ppointment is to be made by the Governor 
within twenty days after the passage of the act 
and tne term of office is to be for two years. 
The official's headquarters are to be at Chicago. 
His duties will be especially to en orce the law 
of June, 1881, to prevent and to punish the 
aduiteration of articies of food, drink, and 
medicine. and also the law of the same date in 
reference to the adulteration of butter and 
cheese, or the manufacture or sale of any sub- 
stitute for these articles. The inspector is to 
bave a salary of $2,500 per annum, and 
he is empowered to appoint assistants, 
with the approval of the Governor, 
whose pay is not to exceed $1,500 per annum. 
Hindering or obstructing che inspectorsin the 
pertormance of their duties is made a mis- 
deameanor, pun.shabie by afine of not less 
than, 8100. It is made the duty of the State 
Attorneys at the request of the inspectors to 
prosecute ail cases, and the State Attorney is 
to receive a fee of $10 for each conviction. 
The employment of additional counsel js also 
autborized where necessary. 

There was a sharp struggle over the bill, 
Senator Merritt leading the opposition. Never- 
theless, it was passed—yeas 27, nays 10. The 
appropriation o. $26,880 for the payment of the 
Police Commissioners’ scrip of East St. Louis 
for the years 1867-68-69; and 70 was defeat- 
ed, but Senator Merritt gave notice of a mo- 
tion to reconsider. At the afternoon session 
the subject of rebuilding the Southern Normal 
at Carbondale was discussed in al: its pbases. 
The bill making an appropriation of $152,000 
fur this purpose had been sent back to second 
reading for amendment, and the ques- 
tion was on ordering to third reading. 
The bill was ordered to third reading—yeas 26, 
nays 13—and its friends now claim enough 
votes to pass it. Senator White tried to have 
bis resolution offered ten weeks ago, concern- 
ing adjournment, called up and amended. A 
resolution oi Senator Tubbs on the subject is 
aspecial order for tomorrow, and the Senate 
theretore refused to take action on Wh.te’s 
matter. Senator Whiting caused some ex- 
citement by trying to have the House resolu- 
tion for the appointment of a revenue com- 
mission adopted, but amid some confusion bis 
motion was declared lost on a viva voce vote. 
Senator Merritt asked unanimous consent 
to have the House bill in reference to rail- 
roads crossing on the same level read the first 
time and referrea to the Committee on Rail- 
roads. Otjection was made and Merritt asked 
a suspension of the rules. This was de- 
feated—yeas 23, nays 16—two-thirds not voting 
in the affirmative. Another attempt will be 
made totuke up the bill soon. The House 
Railroad Consolidation bill on second reading 
is a special order for tomorrow afternoon at 
8 o’clock. Its friends declare that they will 
then be ready to submit all its provi- 
sious to a searching scrutiny and to consider 
the amendments which several Senators pro- 
pose to offer.

ried. This leaves the License Committee's bill 
to establish a uniform $250 liquur license hang- 
ing up on the order of unfinished business. 
To get it out of that order a two-thirds vote 
will be required. There is not the remotest 
possibility that the liquor people can command 
a majority of the House, let alone a two-thirds 
majority, and the last bas probably been beard 
of the license question in the present Legis- 
lature.

Fresident Arthurs Methods and Those 
of His fucosssor Con- 
trasted. 


Any one who bas been in the White House 
often since the 4th of last March, and has ob- 
served at all closely, cannot fail to have no- 
ticed how differently things are done there now 
trom what they were during the last Adminis 
tration. President Arthur was proverbially 
procrastinating both in official and private 
matters. He never made up bis mind until the 
last minute, and then he wanted everything 
done in a rush, and the least delay worried him 
greatly. He couldn't decide upon an 
appointment until it was, absolutely neces- 
sary that it should be made, 
He took a great interest in all social 
matters connected with bis office, and al! his 
entertainments were of the most hospitable and 
lavish character. Notbing was too good for 
bis tablu. Yet in making arrangements fora 
dinner those who had the detail» in their 
charge were always at a loss how or where to 
begin. The steward would learn that there 
was soon to be a dinner, and that perbaps 
would be the extent of his information. He 
would make incessant inquiries to learn the 
day and the number of guests, and when these 
two pointes were fixed everything else was plain 
sailing. When the dinner came off it would be 
very unfortunate if everything was not just as 
it should be. President Arthur bad no regular 
business or private hours. and this fact neces- 


sitated his setting apart Monday as his private 
day or dies non, as it was known about the 
White House. He retired at any hour and 
rose when it best suited bim, often not until 
after high noon. The meals at the White 


House were consequently very irregular. 
| Often the vreakfast tabie was kept waiting for 


him for four hours. He neariy always had 


one or more guests at dinner, and as fre- 


intimate callers in the even- 
ing, who always staid until a late 
hour. Just as likely as not a sup 
per would be ordered at nearly midnight 
and Chief Fortin was constantly on the qui 
vive. In the evenings President Arthur always 
ordered up wine and c.gars, and particularily 
pressing the latter upon his guests, urging 
them to take another or to put a couple in their 
pockets. As his cigars were of the best im- 
ported brands the cigar bills were pretty steep. 
He never objected to the tabie expenses of the 
White House, however large. but he couldn't 
understand why bis cigar billy footed up so 
much. He delighted to linger with his guests 
at the table aiter the conclusion of the meal 
and enjoy a smoke after the English fashion. 
In this way an bour or more was often passed. 
President Arthur was always rushed. He was 
invariably behindband in keeping appoint- 
ments, and the most important delegations 
were often kept waiting tor bim for an hour. 
He could not brook the least delay on the part 
of otbers, and if by chance they were not 


quently 


ready when be was he became very impatient. 


He seldom had time to listen to statements of 
matters connected with the White House but 
would say: I haven't time to be bothered 
about that. Attend to it yourseif, and do the 
best you can.” By becoming accustomed to bis 
babits those about him were enabled to keep 
things running pretty smoothly. 

President Cleveland, in avery short time, 
showed himself methodical and systematic, 
both officiaily and privately. He has so ar- 
ranged his time and bis affairs that there is no 
ciasbing. He has bis bours for working, and 
when they are over be stops work. In this 
way he is enabled to keep bis appointments 
prumptly and to keep himself in good working 
condition. He rises at a reasouabiy early hour, 
and is always ready for breakfast, which is 
fixed for 9 o’clock. He has never missed bis 
morning’s meal, nor been even late to it since 
be has been in the White House, and he ex- 


pects the same punctuulity from those who sit 
with 


t Tutie- ) 
wards he is ready to begin the business of the 


day, and after attending to important letters 
or other matters which are brought to his at- 
tennon he begins to receive caliers. Before 1 
o’ciock ne has hig rooms pretty well cleared, 
baving disposed of visitors. This is about the 
bour when his predecessor began 
receiving callers. President Cleveland 
then goes down-stairs and gives an 
audience to the general visitors who 
may de wa ting in the East Room. At balf-past 
1 o' clock lunch is served, and no oue is after- 
wards admitted to his presence except by spe- 
cial appointment. Thus be has time at his die- 
posal to see special - delegations, or to sbut 
himselt in bis office for the consideration of 
important matters requiring bis attention, and 
to take his customary afternoon drive. Din- 
ner is served promptly at 7 o'clock. The even- 
ings are devoted to the relaxation of conversa- 
tion or to the consideration of bus ness, just 
as it happens. The above is the regular daily 
routine at the White House, and from it there 
is no deviation. As a consequence, everybody 
connected with the house kaows just what to 
do and whentodoit. The President himself 
has been enabled to stand the strain upon bim 
for the last few months remarkably well. He 
is looking in fine condition and seems perfect- 
lv well. since be bas been an occupant of the 
White House he bas not been sick once, and 
bas not even seen a deuvy day. He ex- 
pends lots of steam, but be keeps a good fire 
under the boi er. He is a good, strong eater, 
is tond of a good table, and his digestion is 
perfect. The White House table is just.as well 
spread now as it was during President Arthur's 
Administration. 

President Cleveland 1s fond of inviting an 
intimate personal friend or a Cabinet officer to 
stay to dinner with him, but as yet be has not 
given either astafe or a private dianer party, 
and probably will not until next season. Wine 
is served at the table and the President enjoys 
itin moderation. As soon as the meal is con- 
cluded the table is deserted, and the President 
witb bis guest, if there happens to be one 
present, goes up-stairs to enjoy an after-dinner 
smoke in private. The President likes a cigar, 
but he is a light smoker, and no one about the 
house bas yet seen him with a cigar in bis 


mouth during the day. His cigars, like Presi- i 


dent Arthur's, are all imported, but they last 
longer. The same steward and the same French 
cook have charge of the culinary department 
of the White House as during President Ar- 
thur’s Administration, and just as much 
care is taken to have the table sup- 
plied with the best the market affords as 
then. It is comparatively easy to secure an 
audience with President Cleveland. He is will- 
ing to give everybody a chance. All who ap- 
proach him are p.eased with the cordiality and 
ease Of manner with which.they are received. 
He is always willing to listen to what is said to 
bim, particularly with reierence to the affairs 
of the bouse, and this is pleasant to the em- 
ployés. A great deal of credit tor tuis system- 
at zing of affuirs at the White House is due to 
Col. Lamont, bis private secretary, who worked 
bimself sick in a couple of months. It was 
only a few days ago that be again made his ap- 
pearance at bis office desk, lookmg somewhat 
pale. His ways are the President's ways, and 
the two understand each other perfectly. Be- 
fore Col. Lamont was taken sick those about 
aim bad learned his ways and methods, so that 
when he was no longer fit for duty they knew 
how he wanted things done and that way 
suited the President, so that everything ran 
smoothly.

Maj. George T. Jackson of Augusta, 
who has just been sentenced to six years in the 
penitentiary for a defalcation of $200,000 in the 
Euterprise Cotton-Mill Company, of which he 
was President, was a dofauiter of the 8. M. 
Waite and the Pond style. Before the case 
went to the jury be made an appeal in his own 
behalf upon the Waite ground precisely. He 
sketched bis life from infancy up briefly, be- 
ginning at aspot almost within sound of his 
voice and all spent in that town, except whea 
he was in the army. There he had raised hig 
tamily. He continued: 

Now I am 62, and no man., in truth, can 
me with ever having done an intentional harm 
during my life. 1 have striven to do my duty as 8 
citizen in all public matters, with becoming deter- 
ence, I muy say, of trust and honor, and! appeal to 
candid citizens to say whetner 1 have ever been 
derelict. I leave this people to say how I have 
fultiiled requirements of neighbor, father, and citi- 
zen. While | have fallen short in what 1 might 
have done, I have tried to do my part. and I have 
received too much kindness not to feel deeply in 
this matter. Now, almost at the close of my journey 
in life, and surrounded by a family of whom I dare 
not trust myself to speak—with these surround- 
| ings it is not possible thut it could have entered 
into my head and heart to steal. A man is liable 
to error, and at various times I have borrowed 
from one to loan to another. In the early days of 
the Enterprise factory I loaned it money and got 
Jackson & Co. to become responsible: for a sub- 
scription of $300,000, which gave it life, prosperity, 
and freedom from taxation for ten years. I bor 
rowed money from the company, but always with 
a most positive purpose of paying it back. In 
time of the fire, when the company’s office wag 
threatened, my first order was to save the books 
and papers. Does that look as if it was my purpose 
to embezzile or defraud? 

Muj. Jackson continued his history of the 
company and his efforts to carry it along. 
While sucha plea is very plausible for the 
time being, especialiy if the private fortune of 
the culprit had gone down in the disaster, no 
one can reflect coolly upon this defense with- 
out exasperation at its flimsiness. No officer 
of a corporation has any right to betray his 
trust, taisify bis books, and deceive his asso- 
ciates in order to tide over a tight pinch or 
achieve a present success. Success is no suc . 
cess when achieved by such devices. Waite 
and Jackson are the type of men who build up 
and carry along unsound enterprises upon a 
basis of pure pretension. The greater theiy 
apparent success the larger the number of 
victims when tne crash comes, and tne greater 
the individual losses. In no fleid of endeavor 
is the moral substance and the reality of things 
more necessary than inthe fleld of business 
enterprise. If a business is steadily and ruth- 
lesly running behindhand, embezziement, 
forgery, and fraud are the worst possible de- 
vices for setting it upon its legs. — Er.

with an indefinable grudge against the man

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
CHIEF SWENIE'’S ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual report of Fire-Marsual Swenie 
bas just been issued. The apparatus of the 
department was increased by turee new stean?- 
engines and two hook and laider trucks and 
fire-escapes, and three new buildings com- 
pleted and occupied. The department re- 
sponded to 1,662 alarms, 282 of which were 
false and 87 outside the city limite. This is an 
increase of 177 over the previous rear. The 
apparatus traveled 14,899 miles and worked 
1.984 hours, The men in the watch-towers dis- 
covered 846 fires. The uniformed force is 430, 
and the total 451. There are 34 engines. 10 
book and ladder, 2 chemical companies. 
The property is valued at $1,165,057—buiid- 
ings, $338,650; real estate, $220,005; apparatus, 
$331,893; fire-alarm telegraph, $274,508. Owing 
to the number of alarms at night a new system 
of giving notice bas been devised, by which 
only the companies at respond are awakened. 
If it prove successful, the Fire- Marshal will 
recommend its adoption. The alarms at night 
were: Between 10 and 11. 73; 11 and 12, 88; 12 
and 1, 65; 1 and 2, 84; 2 and 3, 43; 3 and 4, 73; 4 
and 5, 33; 5 and 6,31. The discipline of the de- 
partment had retained its usual bigu standard, 
and the quarterly inspection-drili bad demon- 
strated that the members were proficient in 
their duties. The Chief considers the pompier 
corps almost perfect. The tota! loss by fires wes 
$968,229; average, $756; loss per capita, $1.53. 
There were sixteen slight, thirty-six severe, six 
serious, and one fatal accidents to members. 
Superintendent Barrett, in bis report, says the 
conveniences, equipments, and furnishings 
of the fire-alarm office are unsurpassed in the 
world. There are 514 alarm stations, and six at 
the Stock-Yards; also 434 police and 332 pri- 
vate boxes at which alarins can be given, mak- 
ing 1,286 stauons trom which the department 
can be summoned. There are 358 miles of 
aerial wires in service. The underground sys- 
tem consists of a conduit, the composition of 
which is asphaltum concrete,” manufactu ed 
in three-teet lengths, of pipe form, with an in- 
ternal diameter of nine inches, laid in a trench 
under the street pavements at a depth varying 
from two and a half to five feet, as circum- 
stances demand. The pipes are connected in 
the trench and the joints made waier 
tight by an asphaltum cement. They 
are then continuous until they reach 
the street intersections, where a manbole 
chamber of the same material as the pipe is 
sunk in the trench a sufficient depth to iorm 
part of the conduit, the diameter of which is 
sufficiently large to permit of two men enter- 
ing and performing the necessary work, such 
as drawing in, interconnecting, and iater- 
changing. The manhole chambers are placed 
at street-crossings and in the middie of blocks 
that are more than 300 teet in length, and in- 
viosed on the top with an iron cover. An iron 
pipe three inches in diameter and 1,900 feet 
in length, containing a kerite cable of twenty- 
five w res, forms that part of the underground 
system that extends under the river tbrough 
the La Sa le street Ho tunnel, connecting on 
either side with the aiore-mentioned conduit, 
The connection between the South and West 
Sides through the Washington street trafiic 
tunnel is completed by the use of 
two iron pipes, each tbree inches in 
diameter and 1,875 feet in length, each pipe 
containing a kerite cabie of twenty-five wires. 
The conduit .eads from the City-Hall to central 
points in the three d.visions of the city. Single 
insulated wires are drawn througb said con- 
duite, connecting the apparatus iu the Central 
Station wiih the different stations along the 
conduit route, and with the air lines at the con- 
duit terminals. The system comprises: 7,931 
feet conduit, 4,872 feet iron pipe, 5,760 .cet 
cabie, 36% miles single wires, 23 manhole 
chambters. .

IS HE SANE? 

THE INQUIRY INTO JEAN VALLIQUETTE’S MEN- 
TAL CONDITION BEFORE JUDGE. KNICKER- 
BOCKER. 

The inguiry before Judge Knickerbocker 
into the mental condition of Jean Baptiste 
Vailliquette, straggied through the whole of 
yesterday's session without reaching any re- 
suits. In the morning Health Commissioner 
De Wolf was put upon the stand to testify to 
bis official experience with Valliquette in con- 
nection with some tenements on Ciark street 
owned by the latter. The houses were ina 
shocking condition and required constant 
supervision by the health authorities. Dr. De 
Wolf said that be had found Valliquette 
totally irresponsibie and unfit to transact busi- 
ness. ; 

Jonn Summerfield, formerly a South Town 
Magistrate and an old-time adviser of Valli- 
quette, suid, that he bad frequently been con- 
suited by the old man upon business and 
other matters. Of late de bad noticed a de- 
cided weakening of Vailiquette’s mental 
powers. For example. be came to the witness 
just prior to bis marriage wito tne present wife 
and asked witness to draw up an absolute deed 
conveying ali his property to Mrs. Valliquette, 
then to be. Witness asked the woman's name. 
Valliquette pondered for a moment, and then 
fraukiy gave it up. He expressed his entire 
willingness, however, to look the matter up 
and admit his adviser to hs confidence. Upon 
this showing. Summerfield advised against the 
conveyance of the property, suggesting a will 
instead, which might be revoked if the testator 
desired to do 60. This was oue of a series of 
adventures, ull of which disclosed a sort of 
manta on Valliquette’s part tor matrimonia) 
adventure. Witness was of the opin:on that if 
Vali. quette had bandied his property in a busi- 
ness-like manner it wou.d now be worth over 

100, . 

In the afternoon a nine-months lawyer testi- 
fied that, as attorney for a Miss Debel., he baa 
compromised a breach-of-promice suit against 
‘the old man for $40 cash. Mrs. Emma Cana- 
van, Valmquette's daughter, took the stand at 
the close of the afternoon, and began her testi- 
mony, which is understood to be in substance 
& reiteration of the matter set forth in the pe- 
tition. Sbe will occupy the stand this mo n- 
ing, after which the defense will be taken up. 

Valliquette, his wife, and son were in at- 
tendence throughout the day, but took only a 
passive part in the proceedings,

Some minutes were spent in 
waiting for the arrival of H. W. Thomson and 
bis client, Gallagher. but as neither of them 


had put in an appearance at 11 Stage-Attornoy 
Grinnell arose and said: **I ask, your Honor, 
that the perjury cases, Nos. 768 and 769, against 
Mackin be set for June 8.“ 

Gen. I. N. Stiles, who was present as assist- 
ant or the State, nodded his assent to fixing 
upon this date. 

**That date does not suit me,” said Emery A. 
Storrs, counsel for Mackin. 1 bave im- 
portant cases June 8 and June 15 Which Will 
take my time. Ido not say the cases can not 
be set for the 8th, but these other cases bave 
the precedence with me, not only in retainers 
but in many other particu ars. Gen. Stiles in- 
forms me that the perjury cases will. not take 
over two or three days in trying. This is my 
position. I haven't put it in the affidavit be- 
cause I do not think it necessary. 

Mr. Grnnell—It these cases are put off now, 
the result will be that they will go o er until 
full. We stand in this court now on a change 
of venue from Judge Hawes, and we have de- 
layed too long already. If Mr. Storrs can't be 
bere I do not see any other way than that au- 
other attorney be employed in the case. 

Mr. Storrs—For the first time in tne history 
of these cases the State Attorney is ready for 
trial. I hardly think it probable that Mr. 
Mackin can get another attorney who bas time 
to work up the case now. 

Mr. Grinnell—We have been ready, so 
the State is concerned, excepting onve. 

Mr. Seorrs—I have no knowiedge of it at all. 

Mr. Grinnell—These ure the earliest cases on 
the calendar. We bave waited so long we want 
trial now. A thoueand contingencies may 
arise to change the date of trial of the other 
cases in which Mr. Storrs is engaged. All the 
other times they were continued for the con- 
venience of the defendants, and the State bas 
courteously waited to allow the defendants to 
get through in the United States Court. 
Through a failure of backbone—I don’t know 
what else to call it—the case has been sent to 
Supreme Court. 

Mr, Storrs—1 shall not make any allusion to 
the lack of backbone nor criticise in any way 
the United States Court. It does not need it. 
Coming from you, Mr. Grinnell, th s was unex- 
pectei, You are not ordinarily considered an 
Orator—at least you were not when you were 
City Attorney—but you say what you mean 
and mean what you say. 

Mr. Grinnell— Providence seems to have ar- 
ranged to bave put Mr. Storrs at work the only 
two days on which these cases can be taken up. 

Mr. Storrs—Providence had nothing to do 
with it. He is engaged in managing the plan- 
ets, and also His adversary, who is generally 
employed on behalf of the people, and He sel- 
dom gets down to this court. I never relied on 
Providence to help me out in any case but I 
got leit. Mr. Grinneil did not have this streak 
of piety when in the city's employ, and as it is 
new to bim he cannot handle it readily. 

Mr. Grinneli—! am sorry it discommodes Mr. 
Storrs to set this trial for the 8th, but the 
Schell murder case is set for the 15th. 

Mr. Storrs—My case for June 8 is at South 
Bend, Ind.

A CANADIAN DUDE. 
HOW FRANK BERNARD DRESSED 80 
50 A YEAR. 

Lawyer Richards appeared before Judge Mo- 
rau yesterday morning and asked tne court to 
listen to a petition praying for the release of 
Frank P. Bernard from Matthew. Pinkerton's 
South Clark street sweat-box, where the pris- 
oner had been confined for several days on the 
strength of a warrant charging bim with hav- 
ing committed a forgery in Montreal, Canada. 

**] have been informed by Justice Arnd, 
who Issued the warrant,“ said Mr. Richards, 
“that be did not give Pinkerton any authority 
to serve it. I don’t know any officer of the 
law, your Honor, by the name of Pinkerton, 
and yet this fellow hasacitizéo in lockup, 
without even, Iam informed, permitting him 
to see his attorney. 

“If there is aman locked up in this State,“ 
said Judge Moran, who is not permitted to 
see his counsel, it is wrong and illegal. No 
matter what custody aman is he must be al- 
lowed to see his attorneys.” 

Bernard was brought before Judge Moran 
at 2 p. m., and, a ter bearing the particulars, 
the court discharged the prisoner on the 
ground that the warrant on which he was de- 
tained was insufficient to bold him. 

After bis discharge by Judge Moran, Ber- 
nard was arrested ona United States warrant 
sworn out by Mr. James Grant, the agent and 
attorney of the Guarantee Company of North 
America. In the afternoon be was taken be- 
fore Commissioner Hoyne. Hs attorney, Mr. 
Richardson, raised a question asto the right 
to proceed by warrant witbout anything to 
show that the young wan was wanted 
in the country from which he came. 
Mr. H. W. Thomson of the counsel] for 
the Bank of Montreal asked a contin- 
vance: to sive the prosecution time 
to bring witnesses from Canada, and the Com- 
missioner continued the matter antii June 8. 
at 2 p. m., fixing the bail of the defendant at 
$4,000 

Mr. Munro of the Bank of Montreal yester- 
day received a telegram from the home office 
at Montreal stating that a teller named Ledver 
had confessed that over $2,000 had been ex- 
tracted from the bank and vconceaied by bogus 
entries, and that the spoils had been divided 
with Bernara. 

Bernard kept the cash-book and received a 
salary of $450 per year. Notwithstanding the 
smallness of bis salary he lived in sumptuous 
style, and dressed always in the latest fashion. 
He moved in the best society, where be gave 
people to understand that he was un officer 
of our leading dank.“ He is the son 
of a prominent dentist, now dead, who 
was once Mayor of Montreal. His 
mother is now living in Chicago 
and keeping a boarding-house. Young Bernard 
is less thau 20 years of aye. He possesses a 
trim figure and a handsome face, which bave 
earned bim the nick-name of the dude.” He 
meets his troubles courageously. 

The Guarantee Company iuterests itself in 
the proceeding because it furnisbed the $2,000 
bonds required by the bank to insure the faith- 
ful, performance of Bernard's duties.

The volume of glean: of credit issued to 
Americans going abroad by bankers in this city 
will not be as large this season as last, but will 
be larger than was expected a few weeks ago. 
The ‘subsidence of the war scare bas deter- 
mined some people to go abroad who had 
abandoned that intention. The possibility of 
a serious outbreak of cholera will still deter 
many, but the number of travelers will be by 
no means small. The season forthe business 
is a little past its hight. This branch of bank- 
ing has increased enormously in the last few 
years. There are no better facilities for the 
issue of letters of credit in the country than 
we ,bave in Chicago. It was not so long 
ago that the Chicagoan thought he must 
go to New York for such accommodations 
but well-informed people do not do that now. 
The business of buymgand selling foreign 
bills is Of moderate proportions just at the 
present time, but the area of the world cov- 
ered by Chicago bankers is larger than ever. 
Indeed, there is no part of the worid they do 
not reach as effectively as any banks in the 
United States. Cable transfers with such die- 
tant points as Ceylon and Chinese cities are by 
no means unheard of. 

The banks of this city will be closed next 
Saturday—Decoration- Day. 

It has been found that the actual receipts 
and payments for equal parts of January, 
February, and March last of the Philadelphia 
bank baving the largest clearings were in the 
ratio of $71,000,000 of transactions to $37,000,000 
of clearings, with a tendency toward an in- 
creased proportion of direct payments. From 
this fact Lorin Blodget ina letter to Brad- 
street’s concludes that outside of the City of 
New York the actual monetary transactions on 
the part of the banks themselves are twice the 
aggregate of the sums settled at the clearing- 
house and also that the direct uce of money in 
pusiness is increasing. Making a calculation 
for other cities on the basis of the Phi:adelphbia 
figures, Mr. Blodget finds that there is a daily 
aggregate of monetary transactions in twenty- 
eight cities, including New York, of $250,000,- 
000. From the way the statement is made it 
would appear that this is intended to represent 
ail the business transactions of those cities in 
which there is a payment, but the calculation 
leaves out that vast number of private trans- 
actions which never reach a bank and of which 
we have no statistical knowledge. The article, 
however, brings out the fact—very imperfectly 
understood by the public at large—that the re- 
ports of bank clearings are an exceedingly im- 
perfect measure of the business of the coun- 
try. The conclusion that the direct use of 
money 18 increasing the country over is not 
justified by any facts cited, From evidence 
that has been heretofore collected on the sub- 
ject it appears that in proportion to the num- 
ber of ebhecks the quantity of money is falling 
off. This is a natural result of the establisb- 
ment of banks in the newer sections and the 
increased application of the clearing-house 
principe in the old sections. 

NEW YORK. 

NEW Tonk. May 26.— Special. — The Her- 
ald's money article says: Although it did not 
show much vigor in doing so, the stock mar- 
ket nevertheless flipflapped this morning from 
the bear to the bull side. Instead of closing 
lower, as was yesterday the case, pretty much 
everything in a small way finished higher than 
it opened. The very vigorous support lent to 
such stocks as Union Pacific, the colliers, Cen- 
tral & Hudson, and Western Union quite turned 
the tables upon the bears. The new bond specu- 
jation in the telegraph property seems to be 
growing in proportions, although there is as yet 
no material advance in price. It looks as 
though’ the large existing short interest was to 
be made the basis of a twist that will show 
itself between now and the dividend meeting 
to be ‘held June 10. There is a new-born 
speculation also in Texas & Pacific stock, 
the price reaching 11% today. The fact 
that the coupons due June 1, 1885, of 
the oonsolidated mortgage will on and 
after that date be cashed by the 
Mercantile Trust Company, and afterward be 
deposited with the Fidelity Insurance Trust & 
Safe Deposit Company of Philadelphia, trustee, 
in pursuance of an agreement between the 
company and the committee of the bondhold- 
ers, bad probably something to do with the 
rise. Much interest was manifested as to what 
would be the outcome of the meeting of trunk- 
line Presidents called for today. As far as we 
can understand it the meeting was simply 
called according to a resolution adopted some 
few weeks since to meet a sub-committee of 
the Chicago & Western Association. We are in- 
formed that the question of restoration of 
rates is not likely to be discussed, 
since the matter is not before the meeting. 
Today’s session is unimportant, since a com- 
mittee can only report progress and will be re- 
ferred back to their association. There was no 
special feature in today’s market, and no out- 
side news to create any. Prices were simply 
dull and stubborniy strong. 

New Tonk, May 26.—[Special.j|—The Fort 
Worth & Denver Railway Company has given 
notice to the New York Stock Exchange 
that it has compieted 34 miles of addi- 
tional line from Wichita Falls to Harold, Tex., 
and applies to the list 6,800 shares of stock at 
the rate of $20,000 per mie. The Bartol-Whe- 
jan committees have agreed upon the names 
of trustees under the Reading reorganization 
plan. C. P. Huntington bas notified the Hous- 
ton & Texas Central bondholders that he with- 
draws the proposition that he made to them 
the last week in March to fund coupons for 
two years into five-year 8 per cent debentures 
and scale the interest on the firsts to 6 per 
cent, on the seconds to 4 per cent, the thirds 
to 3 per dent.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were more acttve 
yesterday and again weaker. There was a dearth 
Of news trom outside, except some to the effect 
that.the damage to the wheat crop has been exag- 
gerated; and the fact of fine weather, with large 
receipts either present or prospective, caused a 
weak feeling in most departments, but mostly in 
wheat and provisions. 

Provisions were more active and weaker. Hogs 
at the Stock-Yards were in smaller supply, but 
again quoted lower, and the decline in wheat 
helped to depress product. There was a free 
throwing of long pork. but Ream and Jones em- 
braced the opportunity to cover a big line of 
shorts, the latter taking one lot of 5,000 bris 
through Baldwin. There was, however, too much on 
sale to permit a decided rally on the better demand. 
Ribs were traded in to the extent of about 3,000,- 
000 lbs, while lard was quiet. All closed at about 
the lowest prices of the day. Pork closed 12Kc 
lower, at $10.85 per bri bid for July, with June at 
10c discount and August at loe ‘premium. Lard 
closed 70 lower, at 86.62 for July, with June at 
76e discount and August at 100 premium. Ribs 
closed 734¢@10c lower, at $5.474¢ for July, with June 
at 10c discount and August at 7c premium. Year 
pork sold at 810.02 and January do at 810. 40 
10,50. 

Flour was very dull, and some quoted it weak. 
Prices were probabiy about loe per bri lower than 
at the close of last week, but there was no general 
reducing of quotations. The low grades are scarce 
and the better sorts in rather large supply. 

Wheat was active and generally heavy. Liver- 
pool was called easier, London dull, New York 
lower, and the visible supply did not show a de- 
crease as some had expected. This and the fine 
weather made the market open heavy, the first 
trading on ’Change being below the put price of the 
previous evening, which carried consternation into 
the ranks of the men who had sold those privileges. 
But 90c for July seemed to be arallying point at 
which a good many shorts were willing to cover, 
and the buying was tree enough to cause a reaction, 
which was lost when the news of our early decline 
brought selling orders from outside. The trading 
was mostly miscellaneous, but it was understood 
to include the selling out of a line of long 
wheat by Fairbank anda smaller quantity which 
Jones had bought last Saturday. There was an 
unusually good demand for June delivery, Crosby 
being the principal buyer, and the offerings were so 
light in proportion to the quantity wanted that the 
July premium narrowed to I& e at one time and 
stood for a good while at lie. July sold y at 
doe, being a decline of te, fell off to 90e. 
to 90% asked, and weakened to Sosse asked at the 
close, with May at 24¢c discount, June at 20 dis- 
count, August at 20 premium, and September at 
Z Maine premium. Car-lots of No. 2 spring sold 
sparingly at 87 Me, and No, 3 was quoted nominal at 
i7¥e. 

Red winter wheat was inactive and nominal at 
95@96c for No. 2 in store and 85@86e for No. 3. 

On the curbin the afternoon July wheat sold 
down to 89}¢c, and it was afterwards offered at that, 
being Ne lower than the closing on Change. Con- 
siderable trading was said to have been done. 

Corn was fairly active and steadier in tone, 
though ranging lower. The Liverpool quotation 
was reduced another ld per cental, and our receipts 
were large, including 672 cars, besides moderate ar- 
rivals by canal. This and the weakness in wheat 
induced lower prices here at the start, but leading 
shorts took hold freely at the decline, Hildridge, 
Adams, and Bloom buying large quantities in the 
neighborhood of 45%c for July. This steadied the 
market at that point for the rest of the day, that 
being te below the latest prices of Monday, and it 
closed at 4576 bid, with June at the same discount, 
August at $c premium, and September at e pre- 
mium.

It was indigngntly denied yesterday that grain is 
being carried from Chicago to the seaboard at the 
low rates which have been recentiy quoted in the 
news Only one line is taking wheat to New 
York at 13c, all the rest insisting on 15¢ per 100 los. 

It was reported yesterday that the Millers’ Asso- 
ciation of Minneapolis had advanced the price of 
wheat there 2c per bu. People here were unable 
te understand it, asit has been thought that the 
farmers of the Northwest are now disposed to let 
their wheat go freely, while there is little demand 
for flour. It may be that they are advancing their 
limits on the strength of the liberal movement to 
St. Louis which has been in progress for several 
days past. 

Duluth reported yesterday the receipt of 3,000 bu 
wheat and the shipment of 250.000 bu. The stocks 
both there and at Milwaukee are in process of 
rather rapid reducnon, but the wheat is not neces- 
sarily going into consumption. Low freights are 
attracting it to the seaboard.
